which aff®ions they will lJooke for ations ſutable. Secondly, 
we underſtand by diyers Letters that our Commiſlioners there, 
ſeeing rheir neceflities, and yet their willingneflc to doe to their 
power,and many of them beyond their power » the herter to 


comply with the Articles of the Treaty, have given very muck 
encouragement to them to expe& our ſpeedy march, eſpecially 
upon the ſending away a conſiderable part of the money requi= 


red. And we are boand as much as in us lycth, to make good 
' the hopes they have given both for their credit & the honor of 
the Nation. For though our difficulties be many , yet it is im- 
poſſible that they ſhonld become ſo manifeſt and convincing to 
them, as to acquit us from a preſent undertaking of this ſervice.

Eleventhly, but we have thoſe that do entertain commetce and 
cnterccur'e with our Adverlaries.

unto Tobiah,and the letters of Tobiah came wrto thems © It ſeems the 
Nobles were rotten in ti:oſe dayes, ſome of them ; nay more, 
many of them, in [udah ſome were fivorn to Tobiah, becaulc he 
was the Sonne-in-Layw of Shecaniah, it ſhould ſeeme he was well 
allyed, ver. 18.8 in the 1 9.ver, you may {ee the end of the letters, 
why they were ſent, and why they told the preceedings of 
Nehemiah to his Adverlaries.

Thirteenthly , Our enemies are not onely potent, but crafty. 
Ar:ſw. So were the enemies of thoſe that built /ernſalem, but 
tbat is no matter, for //c 47.10, 1+ it 1s one of the judgements 
againſt Babylon , For all her divinations and ſubtlety , that they 
ſhall not know how and whence their ew1ll ſhall come upon them.

ple anſwered him not a word. | 


Ow was the time when the fpirituall 
S cftate of /ſrae/ was ſo exceedingly 
© corrupted, that it required Rs, 
) and thorough reformation, and the 
ſpirit of an Elijah to be imployed 
therein, For the ten Tribes had moſt grievoully 
provoked the moſt High by their abominable 

B Idolatries, 
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Idolatries, and (which was a great aggravation 
of their iniquitie) they added unto their (inne, 
impenitencie : and their impenitencie was not 
a lttle heightned by their long continuance 
therein, notwithſtinding all the meanes which 
the Lord had uſed for their reformation, who 
had inſtructed them by his faithtull meſſengers, 
and corrected them with the ſmart rod of a 
three yeeres drought; indeavouring by an Epi- 
detnicall Judgement, to cure an Epidernicall 
fin; of which puniſhment El:jah had prophefied 
at the firſt verſe of the precedent Chapter, 
which was accordingly fulfilled, as appearethin 
the enſuing part of the ſame. But the Lord (in 
the midſt ot judgement remembring mercy) re- 
ſolves to remove that ſore rod, acquaints El1ah 
with his purpoſe, and withall commands him to 
ſhew himſelfe unto Ahab, as you may read at 
the firſt verſe of this eighteenth Chapter. 
Whereupon the Prophet undertakes the jour- 
ney, verſ. 2. And in the way meets 0badiah , 
verſ. 7. 


This 0badiah was governour of Ahabs houſe, 


and one that feared the Lord greatly, verſ. 3. A 
rare thing to finde ſo godly a man inſuch a wic- 
ked Family. Elijah wils 0badiab to tell his Lord 
Ahab that Elijah would ſpeake with him, werſ. 8. 
_ Obadiah refuſeth to deliver the meſſage, and 
gives ſeverall reaſons for the juſtification of his 
deniall, verſe 9, ro, x1, 12,13, 14. 

But when Zl1jah had diſcovered his per- 


emprory 
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cmptory reſolution of ſhewing himſelfeto u- 
hab, verſ.15. Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and 
Ahab went to meet Elqah, verl. 16. Ahab had 
no ſooner fct his eye upon Elijah but hee 
chargeth the good Prophet with the troubles of 
Iſrael, verl.17. 

It hath ever beenthe property of wicked men 
to accule the ſervants of God, as the cauſes of 

blique calamities. Thus the Heathens dealt 
with the Chriftians in the Primitive times: If 
there was either the plague, or the ſword, or the 
famine, or the like judgements upon the Land, 
then Chriſtiamos ad Leones, they haled the poore 
Chriftians to the Lions to be tormented. But 
obſerve the Prophets anſwer, he deales faithful. 
ly with the, King, and by way of retortion 
chargeth the troubles of 1ſrae/ upon him, 8 upon 
his Fathers houſe, werſ. 18. And withall requires 
him to ſummon all 7ſrael to Mount Carmel, with 
the Prophets of Baal, foure hundred, and fifty, 
together with the foure hundred Prophets of 
the Groves, which did eat at 7ezabels table, 
verſe. 19, This was done accordingly, werſ. 20. 
The people being thus convened 1n a full Af 
ſembly, the Prophet ſpeaketh unta,them in the 
words of my Text. : 

And Elijah came unto all the people, and ſaid : 
How long halt ye betweene two opinions ? If the Lora 
be God, follow him ,, but if Baal, then foliay him : 
«1d the people anſwered him not a word, 

B 2 Obſerve 
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Obſerve the Prophets courage : he feared 
neither Ahabs greatnefle, nor the peoples num. 
ber: but he came unto all the people, and faid , 
How long halt ye, rc. Why are you thus irreſo- 
lute, and inconſtant > Why doe ye fluctuate 
and waver thus? The Hebrew word that 1s here 
tranſlated halt, ſignifieth (as ſome obſerve ) a 
lameneſlſe on both feer, and it is the fame thar is 
uſed 2 Sam. 4. 4. to exprefſe Mephibeſheth his 
lameneſſe, who was lame on both teer. 1acoh 
had bur one fide lame, and another word is uſed 
to fhanifie his lameneſle, Ge. 32.31. Theſe [do- 
laters were lame on both teet. Hereunto the 
Septuagint agreeth. They had never a good foot, 
they divided betweene God, and Baal, they ſer- 
ved neither cordially. They halted betweene 
twoopinions, asit is expreſſedinthe Text, or 
between two thoughts, as it may be read ; pro- 
bably the falfe Prophets had corrupted theie 
judgements by their talſe Doctrine, Error in 0- 
pinion cauſeth halting in practiſe. - It is evident 
that they halted practically. How long halt ye ? 
| they had for a long time ann, in their 


halting, which made their finne the greater, and 
the cure the more difficult, Fruſtra medicina pd- 
ratur, &c. If the Lord be God, The word 1t- 
hovah in the Hebrew, which is here tranflated 
{ Lord] ſignifies (as Divines obſerve ) three 


things, which are proper onely to the Divine 
Eflence, 


Firſt, 
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Firft, Gods eternall,immutable,and indepen- 
dent being. | 

Secondly, his giving of being to the creature, 
and theretore the name (/ehovah) is not men- 


tioned till the Creation was perfect, and then 


we reade lehovah Elosim, Gen. 2.4. 

Thirdly, this name (Jehovah) fignifieth Gods 
faichtull giving of beipg unto his word and pro- 
miles; and inthis ſenſe God faith, that his name 
Ithovalsyzas not knowne to Abraham, Iſaac, and 
Jacob, Exod. 6.3. that is, they found not the ex- 
perimentall fignificancy of it in the performance 
of the promiſe. If 1:hovah be God, follow him, 
:.e, ſerve him, worſhip hin. But if B4/, then 
follow him. Baal ſignifies a Lord or Patrone; the 
Heathens ca'led the Sunne by that name, which 
13 the King or chiete of the Planets. The Phe- 
ricians worſhipped the Sunne under the name of 
Baal-ſamen, the ſame with Iupiter Olympic, 
which they called the Lord of heaven ; as they 
tearmed the Moon the Queen of heaven, which 
ft:1Idolaters. Some take Moloc, and Baal to be 
one, and the ſame Idol, comparing er. 9g. 5. with 
ler.32.35, The Prophet Hoſes in deteſtation of 
this Idol calleth him Shame : They went to B- 


al-Peor and ſeparated themſelves to that Shame, 


Hyſe.g. 10. and the Greek Interpreters tranſlate 
Baal, Shame, 1 Kinz.18.35. | 

Baal-Peor (1A the judgement of many.) 15 
B 3 though 


was the D:ana ſo much magnified by the Ephe- 
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L. Et thought ro be that obſccen Idol upon whichthe 
\ Heathens ſo muchdoted. Indeed corporall, and 
ſpirituall whoredome are almoſt inſeparable 


companions; the Scripture notes alike violence, 


and infatiableneſſe, in the purſuit of both. They 
wereall like fed horſes, every one neighing at- 
ter his neighbours wife, Jer, 5.8. And they were 
mad upon their Idols, Jer. 5o. 38. Some are of 
opinion that Solomon in his booke of Proverb; re. 
buketh ſpirituall, as well as corporall unclean- 
nefſe : poſſibly the Prophets that did cate at 
Tezebels table were as adulterous, as idolatrous, 
This 1ezebel was the daughter of Er4-Baal King 
of the Zidontans, 1 Kivg.16.31. Anditis more 
then probable that by her counſel her husband 
. ſerved Baal, andcauſed an Altar to be reared up 
unto him, x King.16.31.32. 1 Aing.21.25. And 
herein CAhabexceeded leroboam who (erup the 
Calves in Day, and Bethel, x King.12.28.29., This 
wicked, whoriſh, painting Iezebel cauſed King 
Ahab (whowas the too uxorious husband of a 
moſt imperious wite ) to murder his good ſub- 
Jed, Naboth the 1ezreelite. 

The Prophet in the words of my Text ſeemes 
to reaſon thus. If 1:hovah be an eternall, immu- 
table, and independent being , if he give being 
to every creature, and to his hs promiſes, 
keeping covenant with his people for ever; then 
ſerve him: But if Baal be your Creator, if he 
can preſerve you, if he can give you food, and 
raine, 
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raine, &c. then ſerve him. And the people an- 
{wered him not a word. Whether they were 
convinced by the Prophets ſpeech that Tehovah 
was the true God, but were afraid to confeſle 
him, !eſt they ſhould offend Ahab much, and Te- 
zebel more : or whether they waited for ſome 
miraculous, and viſible diſcovery of the true 
God, having experience of the Prophers preya- 


_ 


lencie with God, and in the mean time thought 


it convenient to ſuſpend their confeſſion. 
For when they ſaw the fire deſcend from hea- 
ven, and conſume the ſacrifice, then they brake 
out into an open acknowledgement, and ſaid, 
The Lord he is the God, The Lord he is the 
God, 1 King.18. 38.39, Or whether they were 
ſo aftoniſhed with the Prophets Dilemma, thae 
they knew not what to anſwer; I determine 
not, 

In the Prophets ſpeech we may obſerve, 

Firſt, his complaint : Secondly, his counſell. 
His complaint in theſe words, How long halt ye 
betweene two opinions ? His counſell in theſe, 1f 
the Lordbe Ged, then follow him : but if Baal, then 
follow him, 

The complaint is reprehenſory : it isachiding 
complaint, he rebukes them ſharpely for their 
balcingin Religion : The acrimony, ortartnefſe 
of the reproote appeareth by the interrogative 
expreſſion of it, and he aggravatcth their finne 


by their lopg continuance therein : How lang 
alt

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halt ye ? I beginne with the complaint, orre. 
prehenſion, and thence I propound this Do. 
Etrine, viz. i

Yterque, ora Waverer in Religion. Neutralirie, 
without controverſie, is not to be endured, The 
Prophet in his Dilemma takes it tor granted, that 
there is no colourable plea tor neutralitie. 1f the 
Lord be God, follow him,e+c. he takes it tor grant- 
cd, that one of them muſt be worſhipped; other- 
wiſe his reaſoning had not been cogent : forthey 
might have replied, Nay, but we will ſuſpend, 
we perceive that we are ina ſnare, It we Serve 
Tehovah, we ſhall diſpleaſe Ahab; and if we wor- 
ſhip Baal, we ſhall offend you : it will be our wi. 
dome to {erveneither, 

Honourable, and Beloved, in matters civill 
we have ſomerimes a latitude, and libertie of 
ſuſpenſion: but in Religion there is a neccſſtic 
of determination, and reſolution. 

The Scripture ſpeakes out : Thou ſhalt feare 
the Lord thy God, and ſerve him, Dew. 6. 13. 
AsTIlive, faith the Lord, every knee ſhall bow 
tome, /ſa.45.23. As the XN-uter is abominable, 
ſo the halting Yrerque is not to be indured , that 
divideth betweene God, and Baal: God will 
not allow of any dividing either in the ObjeR, 
or Termins of worſhip : as he will be worſhip- 
ped; ſo he will be worſhipped ſolely, Thou ſhalt 


have 
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' havenoother Gods but me. The Lord isa jea- 
lous God, and will indureno corrivall. Jealoufic 
isthe rage ofa man, and he willnot ſpare in the 
day of his wrath, Prov.6.34.35. God lookes up- 
on divided worſhip, as no worſhip. Ir is ſaid of 
thoſe Idolaters ſpoken of, 2 Xing. 17.inonewverſ. 
that they feared God, and worſhipped their 
Idols: and in the verſ, immediately following, 
That they feared not God , 2 King. x7. 33. 34. 
and 1 Zeph.5. The Lord ſeverely threatned ſuch 
as did ſweare by the Lord, and by Malcham. As 
the Lord cannot indure dividing in the Termi- 
»w of worſhip, ſo he hates dividing inthe rule 
of worſhip, and the worſhipitſelfe. The halting 
Prerque that makes the Scripture a partiall rule 
of worſhip, that worſhippeth God partly after 
the preſcript of the word, and partly according 
tothe Ditates of his owne carnall reaſon, can. 
not performe any acceptable ſervice to Al- 
mightie God. Seethou doe all things according 
to the patterne, was the command of God unto 
Moſes, Heb. $8, 5, Will-worſhip is vaine worſhip. 
[n vaine doe they worſhip me, teaching for do- 
Arines, the commandements of men , XMatrh. 
15.9. This corrupt mingling in Gods worſhip 
was prohibited, Levit.1g. 19. 

As God will be worſhipped ſolely, and whol- 
ly, ſohe will be worſhipped conftancly : as he 
hates a Newtey, and Yrerque, ſo he cannot indure 


aWaverer, The Lord commands us to hold faſt

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our profeſſion without wavering, Heb. 10. 23, 
When we have proved all things, we mult hold 
faſt that which is good, r Theſ. 5.21. Inconſtancy 
in Religion is a very cvill thing, whether you 
conſider the finne of it, or the puniſhment which 
isdue toit/ It cometh from evill, it tends toe- 
vill. It cometh from evill, as from the generall 
fountaine of all aQtuall ſinnes , originall corrup- 
tion : ſo particularly from that evill heart of un-

ofſinne, and puniſhment. Itis diſhonourable un- 
to God. It is a high impeachment of his glo- 
rious attributes. It wrongs God in his wiſedome, 
juſtice, mercy, power, goodnefle, faithfulneſle, 
as if God were not worthy of our firmeſt refo- 
lutions, and moſt conftant adherence; in a word, 
of ourpoore All, or,as if he were eitherunable, 


or unwilling to revenge himſelfe upon incen- 


tant halters. As it diſhonours God, ſoit diſcre- 
dits Religion, it brings an ill report upon the 
holy waies of God, as thoſe Spies broughtanill 
report upon the good Land of Caray, as if the 
waies of God were unpleaſant, or his ſerviceun- 
profitable. As it is diſhonourable unto God, and 


-untoReligion, ſoitis hurtfull unto themſelves. 
It hurts the Wavering Chriſtian in his con- 


ſcience, if conſcience be ot in a dead fleepe, it 

will ſpeake bitter things unto the backſlider: it 

will ay unto him, If the Lord be not God,wiy 
TE Tn do 
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doſt thou ſerve him at all? and if he be God, 
and worthy of thy ſervice, why doft thou not 
ſerve him alwaies? The backſlider in heart 
ſhall be filled with his owne waies, Prov. 14. 14. 
When(I ſay )conſcience is throughly awakened, 
7 will fill the foule with moſt exquiſite tor- 
ments. It hurts us inour credits ; what greater 
ignominy, then the brand of inconſtancy? There 
goes a ſhifter, aturncoate, an Apoſtatizing hy- 
pocrite: what canrender aman more ftigma- 
tically odious > what makes the devill ſo black, 
but his Apoſtaſie 2 In aword, it hurts us tem- 
porally, and eternally : It ſubjes us to a thou. 
ſand miſeries inthislife, and to eyerlaſting pu- 
niſhment in the world to come. What are the 
cauſes of ſo many ſad changes in our preſent out- 
ward condition? ſurely,this is not the leaft, even 
. our changeableneſſe in Religion: When they 
choſe new Gods, then was warre in the gates, 
Indg. 5. 8. It ſubjects the ſoule, and body unto 
everlaſting perdition in hell, there to indure 
the puniſhments both of lofle, and ſenſe. It is a 
fearefull thing to fall into the hands of the li- 
ving God, who is a jealous God, and aconſu- 
ming fire : ſuch asdraw backe tounbeliefe, they 
doe it to the *perdition of their ſoules, Heb. ro. 
23-26.27.39, Nothing is more juſt then that Je- 
ſ#« Chriſt ſhould deny us before God his Father, 
andall his holy Angels, and bleſſed Saints, it.

there 1n per/on,had ſent him to demand theCaſile for the uſe of the 
King 1nd Parliament ,and offered faire Luarter to all within the 
Caſtle, Yet Wallers Ordnance ditiurbed the Treaty ( contrary 
tothe Law of Armes ) and ſomewhat interrupted bis Lord- 
ſhips aniwer, which bis Lordſhip ſent by a drummer ( detain» 
ing the Trumpet ill the others returne ) in theſe words: That 
he under ſtcod very well the words, K\NG AND PARLI As» 
MENT; that as they were now taken, the KING was one thing, 
and the King and Parliament was another; that Bazing was bu 
owne houſe, which the Law told him hee might keepe againſt any 


man: That it was now more particularly commanded by His Ma- 


jeſty (who had pat a Garriſon into it ) beyond which command he 
knew no obligation, Sometwo houresaftcr Sir William reman- 
dd the Drumme, with a note exculing the rudencſſe of his dif- . 
orderly guns during the Parley (their old way of firſt plunde« 
riag a houle ard then {aying, they are ſorry for it ) withall of- 
fcringthe Lady Marqueſſe being fiſter to his Generall the Earle 
of Eſex (whom he entirely honours) with her children, and 
allthe women, treely to paſſe out of the Caſtle; but cou!dnot 
yer forbcare to ſpeake by the mouth of his great Ordnance, or 
have patience till his Trumpet could returne with my Ladics

StWilliam Waller could pretend no ( ommuſſion. What ever befel 
ſhe was not unprovided tobeave it,and (0 thanked Sw William for 
bu offer of fawe Duarter, With this theTrymper was ditimiſl: d; 
upon whoſe comming backe to Str Williams, their great Ord- 
Bance. ccaſed for an houre , but about ten of clecke roar*d 
2gaine 11 36 great ſhot, and fo gave overtill morning, When 
It was light, His Majclties Forces ſaw where Waller raited his 
Wworkcs, and planted his Ordinance, which was onthe North» 
XxxX | welt 
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welt againſt the front of the Gatehouſe, Five ſmall pieces and: 
two Demi-Canons began, playing very fiercely upon the 
Caſtlc,which could make anſwer but with one, which not- 
withſtanding was fo well beſtowed, that 1t extremely annoy. 
ed the Rebels in their workes, and flew many of their men, 
though(bleſſed be God )theirs touched no man,nor much hurt 


the Caſtle. Soone after this Waller (ent his forlorne hope down. 


the hill to ſurprizethe Grange and other out buildings, toge- 
ther with the News Houle (tor the Caſtle was todefend both) 
who came boldly on, but being to paſlc up a narrow lane, the 
Garriſon fouldiersthrough a halfe Moon,and divers holes made 
in the walls, gave fo thicke upon them that many ofthem were 
{layne, and the reſt retired to tell what was become of thcirfel, 
lowes. The ſurprizall of thefe buildings was To neceflary for 
the Rebels deſigne, that they attempted it againe with ſeverall 
bands of freſh men', and ( to diſtrat the Garriſon) drew z 
peices of Ordnance tothe North ſide of the New- buildings, 
whilſt others fell on upon the Grange; Captaine Clin/on (Cape 
tain Leiutenant to Wallerhimſelfe )led thoſe uptothe Grarye, 
wio with ſmall hurt poſſeſſed themſclves of all the buildings 
on that fide, whence having ſteddy aime at the holes, andhght- 
ing from rafe places, they much annoyed the Garriſon, who 
were ſtrongly aſſaulted on the North fide of the workes, but 
ſo bravely quit themſelves, that they forced the Rebclls back 
into the Houſes, whence they ſhor thicke upon the Garriſon, 
the great guns all the while thundring at the Caſtle and new 
buildings. The Rebels having got poſſeſſion of all the adjoy- 
ning houſes, neceſſitated the Garriſon to a ſpeedy remedy, 
which was to ſet them all on fire,andat the ſame time to fally 
out into the Grange, &take them at their removing, whilſt the 
Garriſon from the North (ide plyed the Rebels in the Houſes 


with ſhot of all ſorts. The buſinefle on the Grange fide was 


undertaken by the two Lieutenant Colonels Peake and 7obns 
ſon, who bravely iſſuing forth with ſome few men, made bold- 
ly to the Barnes in deſpight of the enemies ſhot,and in two or 
three places fired the corne, and retreated in ſafety;then Licu- 
tenant Colonell Zobnſon coragiouſly ventured our into the very 
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Grange yard, with 25 men onely, and encountring with (/m- 
hn, grappled with him, and was too farre ingaged, when two 
or three (tout fellowes of the Garriſon halted to his reſcue , 
where Captain Clinſon received his deaths wound,leaving in« 
relligence what he was by his Commiſion found in his pocket; 


| Col. Rawden himfelfe mean-while with exceeding diligence 


and courage direing all the Souldters, & heartning them ſtill, 
that he knew Waller world not ſtay it onr. This bold enter» 
prize {econding the fire, made the Rebels thinke among ſo mae 
ny deaths at hand ( as fire , ſword, and water ) how to fave 
themſelves by flight, which they haſtily practiſed , leaving all 
their Armes , and many of their fellowes behinde them, ſome 
dead, 9thers in the Barne wounded, ſhortly to end their lives 
by fire, Thus was the place (I cannor ſay the Grange, which 
now haſted to be aſhes) freed from theſe noy ſome guelts, who 
in that poſſeſſion accounted all their owne, Next day being 
Wedneſday , Valer was expeted againe by the Garriſon, but 
Sir Wiliarn deſerted the works, and drew off his great Gunnes, 
His Majeſties Forces ſcouring the Towne, ſearched the hou» 
es, where they rooke divers Priſoners, and ſome Armes, hea» 
cing nothing of Walter till Sunday after:

But this day we had an Exprefſe of the latter & more violent 
2\ault which #aller made againſt Baſing on Sanday laſt, (they 
may fight on Sw»dey though we are weekly rayled at for tel- 
ling what they doe on that day) when about eleven of clocke, 
the Rebels Rorſe came and begirt the Houſe round, braving 
and calling to the Garriſon, here's your HoPTON ? Prince 
RuPEeRT hath but three men, with the like proud language as 
difcovered they were confident to make all their owne , ha- 
ving got new ſupply and fire-workes from Lowudow, Theig 
Army was rulles | 4 three parts, meaning at once in ſo ma- 
Ny places to ſtorme the Houſe. To prevent which (if poſſt- 
ble) *rwas agreed that ſome choice men ſhould fally out upon 
thoſe Rebels at the South-weſt walls, which was excellently 
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performed by Lieutenant Colonell Fohn/on with 30 Masket: 
teirs, whom he drew into a lane under the halte moone ; and 
on a ſudden appearing where the Rebels looked nor tor him, 
gave hre, and ſuddenly retreated under the ſhelter of a wind- 
inz hedge, the Rebels purſuing him came within danger of the 
halfe moone, whence they received a very liberall volley, 
which made many of them drop, and the relt run: and (which 
is ſtrange, but moſt true) che Rebels were three ſeverall-rimes 
caught with this traine. aller perceiving his plot interrup. 
red of ſpending bis fury at once upon the Garriſon, urged on 
his men in the middle of the Parke to fall upon the body of the 
Caſtle ; where, about 500 advanced together , but a Gunner 
having molt fortunately placed a ſmall Peece upon the Ram- 
- Pier,loaden with caſe-ſhor,ſpyed his rime and fired her, which 
flew about a dozen of them , hurt many more , and made the 
relt take their heeles. Walter againe forces on his men, and on 
they mult or die,(ſuch order was given to the Commanders ) 
but were ſerved as before, their flight being now fo heady and 
furious, that it was not inthe power of their Commanders to 
drive them on the third time. 

But by this time the North and North-caſt workes, had be» 
gun to ſhare inthe fury of the moſt violent afizule that ever 
was; for here the advantage and proteRion of the wood had 
bred a certaine confidence in them of winning the New houſe; 
Hicher were moſt of their Ordnance drawne, and here were at 
leaſt 2000 ot their Foot imployed , who ſeconding their great 
- gunnes, and all playing at once upon'the Houſe from all ſides 
(not forgotten to be duly anſwered from within) made ſucha 

loud & continaall thunder for two full howres, that the like,as 

Soldiers attirm, hathnever or very rarely bin heard. The Rebels 

boldly advance through the wood, and drawing two drakes, 

and rwo loadof ladders along with them, within few yards of 

-the houſe walls; and in detpight of the Caſtle,prefle into ditch, 
drive the Garrifon ſouldiers trom the lower halfe moone, 

raiſe one of their Enfignes in the dirch, and clap a great Pe- 

tard onthe jaume of the gate having intelligence ( by two 

whocrept ou: of the Garriſom) of the weakce(t place the gate 
ic 
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ir ſelfe being ſo dammed up within, that it was notto be fore 
ced, They made full account now all 'was their owne, and 
with loud ſhcuts and cryes proclaime as mnch to their tele 
lowes. But a German within the Caſtle(an ingenious &vigilant 
man) obſerving part of the buildings rowards the North end, 
which j:tting out flanked both the gate and ditch which the 
Rebels had-poſſeſſed, he ſudden]; bear a hole throngh the wall, 
and wich a tew Muskets at hand gave fire, and very fortunate- 
ly New 3 or 4 of them. This unexpeRed execution ſo awaked 
the Rebels, that finding no ſafety to ſtay, nor any way toenter 
the houle, the Pcrard farling they quickly began to run, which 
the Garriſon perceiving ( who by this time had recovered their 
halfe Moone ) ſo plyed them with ſhot, trom thence and many 
other places, that they made them crop plentifully ; ſtill fol+ 
lowing their blow, till at laſt the Rebcls forgot the prote- 
Gon of the trees, deſerted their Drakes and Ladders, leaving 
the Enfigne they had advanced in the ditch behinde them , 
which the Souldiers in the Caſtle were cager to ſeize on, bur 
(upon advice ) were forbidden for feare ot an Ambaſcado, the 
Lord Marqueſſe being loath in a lictle vanity to hazard thoſe 
mens lives, which i: all the fierce aſſault had beene ſo blefſeds 
ly preſerved, as that not one periſhed that day. Abour ten at 
night the Rebels haſted to ferch off their Drakes, and with the 
lolſe of about twenty men more got them away . The reſt 
of the night was pretty peaccfull,and the day following more, 
tor the Rebels were perceived to packe away into Baſing 
foake. That night ſome of my Lord Hoprons Forces gave Wal- 
leran Alarme, who on Tucſday drew away his beaten Rebels 
towards Farnham, whither yeſterday ( being Wedneſday) 
be brought all bis Forces, but nor ſo many by two thouſand'as 
whenthey came thence; for there were above a thouſand 
killed and wounded in this fiege, and (as his owne men, and 
the country people confeſſe') above 1300 runne from him 
lince he came before Baſing ; all: Sunday right they ſpent in 
buring their dead, except ſome zo bodies , which lay ſoneare 
the workes, that they durft not ferchthem oft to give them

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ſervice) aboye ſix (core of his mugkets with reſts, two greq. 


brafſ: Petards,divers hand Granadoes, three barrels of po. 
der, a good quantity of match, with ſeverall heaps of buller, 
which lay upon the ground, beſides halberts, halfe pikes, and 
ſcaling Ladders which Sir Y/:liambrought thither forthe King 
and Parliament. 

One thing you muſt not paſſe, and that is the Greene Regy. 
went of Walters Foot, which of all others had moſt ſlaughter 
and execution done upon it, which Regiment was Colonel 
Rawdons one Traine-band (as he was a Citic Captaine) whom 
it pleaſed Gad ſhould ſmart deepelt in this Rebellions ſedge, 
fighting not onely againſt their owne Lord and Soveraigne, 
but their particular Leader, who deſerved better at their hands. 
Next you mult take notice that a wicked wretch who ltole ont 
of che Caſile (to give Waller intelligence where the Garriſon 
was weakelt ) was found dead the next morning, his body ly- 
ing there whither he had led the Rebels ro aſſault the Callie; 
this Rebell was one of thoſe Priſoners who had their lives gi 
ven them at Round way-downe , whom Sir Wlliam had now 
the ſecond time betrayed. There lay one Rebell very neare 
the workes, whoſe legge was ſhot in pieces, who crying out 
pitteouſly, was called to by ſome of the Garriſon , and asked, 
bat the King had done to him that he ſhould take up eArmet 
againſt Him ? at which queſtion this deſperate wretch pulled 
out his knife and cut his owne throat, in the preſence otthoſe 
who asked him the queſtion. In the firſt fight ghe Caſtle had 
onely three men hurc, two ſlaine, one whereof was ther 
youngeſt Gunner ; and to be even, Waler (as 'tis ſaid) hanged 
up one of his Gunners for doing fo little harme to the Caſtle 
and Garriſon. In the latter great Rtorme not any man ſo much 
aS hurt. All in the Houſe from the noble XMargueſſe himſeltc 
to the meaneſt Souldier behaved themſclyes gallantly ; Color 
nell Rawdon and all the reſt of the Commanders,not onely an- 
mating and direRing their mien , but ſerved themſelves with 


Mugskets like common-Souldiers, the Ladies and Gentlewo- 


' Men as earneſt as any in melting lead to fer forward the work.

Hee raiſeth the 
porre ont of the duſt, and lifreth the beggar ont of the dung, to 
fer them amony Princes, and to make them inherit the ſeat of 


- glory ; Alſo, hee pulleth downe an4ſetteth wp at his pleaſare, 
A d'iprefſion. 


It z8 profitable for us to obſerve that dam by his tranſ- 
reſſiion,loſt neither the natural faculties of his ſoulc,nor the 
onour and dignity of his birth-rightand dominion though 

at the firſt, ( by lofmg that breath of life which was the 
light and Iifeofhisſoule, and that made him the prrfcR 1- 
mage of God ) they were weakened and blemijſhed in ca- 
pacntie. For if he had loſt hisnatarall faculties, hee had loſt 
the forme of his being, andif his birth-right and dignity of

Difference betwixt Regal ordination and 
Divine power, 


From hence we may cxttact an evident difference betwixt 
the power of royall ordination in nature, and the {upcrnatu- 
rall power of God which is given to hiz Church on carth ; 
That is a minifteriall power to diſtribute Judgement, Ju- 
ſtice, and equity amongſt men, with abſolute power of co- 
aGion to puniſh atuall offences, with corporall or pecumia- 
ry puniſhment-upon body, lands, and goods.

And asthe 
individuall unity of this diſtin Trinitic is the ſubſiſtence of 
the God-head; Even fo is the unity of the King with his 
Lawcs,and his Princes and Magiſtrates, the ſubſittence of a 
body politique or Commonwealth ; Therefore Solomon faith,

This Sca therefore declares the whole worſhip of God, And 
inrcſpeR that the Saints inlightned by the holy Ghoſt are 
called burning Lampes, it isto them like a ſea of oyle to en- 
rich and encreaſc their 1ighrs. 

Another cutward gift is deſcribed tote foure Beaſts ; And

The name of Elders is now become an uncouth and abhors 
red name, though it hath becne alwaycs uſed from the begin- 
ning both in Church and Common-wealth to hgnific both 
politique and Eccleſliaſticall Goyernours. | 

For if we conſider the derivation of the word ( Prieſt ) it 
isno other but Elder, as in the Grecke it is called ( n:i:G, ) 
which in Latine is ( Sevex ) IIgotrieG being rendred 

Presbiter, and in Engliſh, Ear, being the comparative of 
HT-:7Cv;, And in this ſence the Apoſtles called themſclves 
Elders, as John in his ſecond Epiſtle, 1.verſc. The denogu- 
nations of Paſtors, Teachers, Biſhops and Elders in the 
Church were promiſcuouſly uſed, becaiiſe though they were 
diſtinguiſhed by particular dutics and adminiſtrations, yet all 
wasof one and the ſame ſpirit 'and power, As Parti, 2 Tin, 
I.1I, accounted himſclfe a Preacher, 'and teacher of the 
Gentiles aſwell as an Apoſtle, 

But there is no name that belongs to the functions of the 


Church of God, that doth ſo much trouble the Charch, and 


the whole world.,as thename Epeſcops ; Which thoughT find 
it but once or twice named .in the New Teftament, ( as 
though the holy Ghoſt thought it not convenient oftcn to ule 
that name ) forcknowing, and foreſeeing how much mi(-

The ſecond part was Joyntly and publickly rogether, and 
none withour another. 

The Paſtor, Teacher, or Biſhop, his particular funRion or The Paſtors 
office was as a Preſident, overſcer, and direRtor, not only as function. 
a Teacher, but alſo as an Eider, watching over the health of | 
their ſonles, and ourward manners and converſation, cari 
for the ſpirituall good, and ſalvation of every one, whoſe of- 
hee is ſetforth in the firſt of Timorhie, the 3 .chap.2.344. & : 
6.vcr{cs. Hee muſt be a man blamelefſe, continent, vigilant, ' 
= 4 ; ſober,

Of Excommunication. 


Now touching Excommunication, which ig that ſupreme 
Diſcipline and divine power which purgeth and ſegre- 
gateth the drofle from the pure gold inthe temple of God. 
This part of Diſcipline is of fo high and holy a nature and 
qualitic, as that of a Chriſtian, it ought to bee had in a moſt 
reverend eſtimation above all the powers of earth : for it is 
thunderoolt and lightning of God, that upon whom it fal-

Which Licence He likewiſa gives to 
all Merchants, S$ rangers and their Fattors, they onely pay- 
ingro His Majeſtic Strangers-Cuſtomes, and [nch other pay- 
ments as have beene u{nally paid for Licences of white Clothes, 
Andthberefore Hu Majeſtic commands all Hu Officers and Com- 
manders, beth by Sea and Land, to grant them Paſſage and 
Tranſportation, without the leaft detriment by plunder or ather- 
wiſe, as they will anſwer the contrary at their peril. 

But this benefit His Majelly intends not for any that ſerveor

To the Honorable, William Lenthall Eſquire. 
Speaker of the ſaid Houſe. 


SIR, 

VVE have thought fic to acquaint you with ſome 
Informations that we have lately received, 
concerning the affairs of Ireland, ſuch as we ſuppoſe 
= will think fit to be imparted to the Houſe. The In- 
abitants of the Lath of Saint Auguſtine in the county 
of Kent, out of their charitable commileration of the 
miſcries of the Proteſtants in treland, (being inabled 
thereunto by an Ordinance of Pacliament)did in a VE- 
ry large manner contribute and garhey Five hundred 
ware of Wheat, and other Grain; and accordingly 
ent it over to Cork, imbarqued in a Veſlell called the 
Proſperons of Sandwich, whereof one Thomas Baſſet was 
Mafter; who accordingly carried the fame unto Cork, 
and delivered it unto the hands of the Lord Tucke- 
wine, according to an Order of the Commitree for 
rifh affairs: Now the faid Veſſell being returned, the 
Maſter thereof. makes this report, which we with all 

care and diligence have ſent up. 

- 1. Firſt, Thar the Lord Inchequine was ſo far from 
diftributing the ſaid Grain, according ts the intention 
of the Parliament, and ehe Dogers, (who did intend it 
as a free Gifr, for the relief of the poor Proteſtants in 
Ireland) that he did ſeize it, and fell it ata very dear 
rate, to any that would buy it, detaining it from choſe 
ts whom.-it was given, |

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#. That he:did not onely deprive them of the inten: 
ded Charity, but alſo oppreſt them, with Billerring of 
two Regiments of Souldiers, thar are fincefenr over, 
{whercofthe ſaid Mr. Baffſet was an eye-witneſſe) under 
the command of Sir Charles Yavaſoar, and Sir Fohn 
Pawlet. tothe Port of. Briffoll, to ſerve here againſt the

3. That the Lord Inchequine did prefle the ſaid Ma- 
fter, Thomas Baſſet, to carry over more Souldiers to the 
Port of Br/ſ/te!l, which Baſſet did colourably yindertake, 
and attended ſeverall dayes to receive the) Souldiers 
aboard of him, till ſuch time as he mer with a conve- 
nient opportunity to make his efcape;which he deſired, 
and now at laſt obtained.

would forſake that cauſe, for good could nor poſſibly 
come of it; hee anſivered them , that he would ſend
